don't lose sight of the one im 
portan l tact that there is oue 
Master and all ye are brethren. 
Be sure that what you do is for 
the good ot Ch nut's kingdom 
more thau lor the elevating of 
yourselves. Waste no time iu 
reciting grand orations, but do 
practical work in a practical way. 
Remember that a little work well 
planned is better than much noise- 
Make yobr Missionary pro- 
gram sosimple that wo will not 
have to call another convention 
to interpret it, or spend all ot the 
uext few years asking and an- 
swering questions relative to it. 
When you have finished business 
go home quietly and improve on 
what you have said and done ; 
and may the Lord prosper His 
cause and people, is the best that 


I herewith offer the following 
suggestions for *our meditations 
and deliberations it found worthy 
of so important notice before 
your body : — 

That each congregation in the 
State be advised to appoint two 
solicitors to solicit means, lor the 
support of a home mission in 
their respective congregation; 
that a certain portion (whatever 
you may determin upon) of the 
funds ao raised out of each con- 
gregation be placed iu the treas- 
ury of a state board, ro be die. 
posed of at said board may he 
authorized ; said Stata Board to 
consist of a corresponding Secre- 
tary, a Treasurer and an Evan- 
gelist. The home solicitors to 
consist of a Secretary and Treas- 
urer. 

In explanation ot the above I 
will be as brief as I -can. Each 
congregation, by these means, 
can iu tbe course of time send its 
minister out on its borders to 
preach and be at tbe charge of 
no one save those interested. It 
is a tact that ministers live in the 
same way that other mortals do — 
by breathing and nourishment — 
the latter requires money. A man 
eveu if he is a first class preacher 
must have money to pay the 
grocer and the miller. In view 
of this tact it oiteu transpires 
that worked up centers are the 
fields of operation for the reviva- 
list. Some one must be at a.eau- 
ritice to work up these places ; it 
is lor the creation and working 
up of t^tese centers that the home 
missiou should be inaugurated. 
When these places are ready for 

e gospel harvester there let the 
State Evangelist or some one ap- 
pointed by him, or some other 
good revivalist come out aud 
capture the situation. This 
would give system to the work, 
and that is what we want. 1 1 
the moans are forthcoming, the 
laborers can bo had. We do not 
favor a nioueyed ministry neither 
do we favor a starving one. If a 
man must work bjx days to sup- 
port his family you cannot ex- 
pect him to go twenty or thirty 
miles on Sunday aud preach two 
sermons when too many of you 
(1 mean the laity) are too tired 
to go five to listen to asermou. 

Ot course these are mere sug- 
gestions, I do not expect to see 
them adopted, but I would like 
to see something as good at least. 
I should much desire to be with 
you at that time aud place, but I 
positively caunot.
